I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 

year  1939. 

You  will  observe  the  report  has  been  considerably 
abridged  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Minister  of 
Health  (in  Circular  2067).  Notwithstanding,  the  more 
important  vital  statistics,  vide,  zymotic,  etc.,  have  been 
compiled  in  full. 

For  the  purposes  of  post  war  records  all  other 
statistics  have  been  tabulated1  and  form  part  of  a more  com- 
prehensive report  which  has  been  compiled  and  filed  in  the 
Department . 

Once  again  it  is  gratifying  to  state,  as  the 
statistics  show,  that  the  high  standard  of  health  reached  in 
previous  years  has  been  continued  during  1939. 

With  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  a considerable 
amount  of  work  has  been  entailed  in  stabilising  the  A.R.P. 
Casualty  Organisation  from  its  abstract  state  so  as  to  ensure 
its  efficiency  and  promptitude  in  action. 

I would  here  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
co-operation  and  courtesy  during  he  year  and  commend  to  you 
the  work  of  the  clerical  and  technical  staffs  of  the  Department. 

I am  grateful,  too,  for  the  kind  co-operation  of  the 
Town  Clerk,  Borough  Surveyor,  Borough  Accountant  and  their  staffs 
given  during  1939.

Ambulance  Facilities  . 

Prior  to  the  arrangement  for  infectious  cases  to  be 
admitted  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital  the  Borough’s  Ambulance 
stationed  at  the  Hospital  in  St.  Richard's  Road,  was  utilised  in 
the  transportation  of  such  cases  to  our  Isolation  Hospital. 

Accident  and  non-inf ectious  cases  are  attended  to  by 
either  the  hand  drawn,  wheeled  stretchers  or  by  the  St.  John  Motor 
Ambulance.  This  Ambulance  is  garaged  at  Messrs.  Old’s  Garage  in 
West  Street  and  is  obtainable  at  comparatively  short  notice. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  war  both  the  Borough's  Ambulance 
and  that  of  the  St.  John’s  have  been  co-ordinated  within  the 
Ambulance  Service  of  the  A.R.P.  Organisation.

Following  upon  arrangements  being  completed,  for  the 
admission  of  infectious  cases  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital, 
it  was  decided  the  Council's  Isolation  Hospital  should  be  re- 
conditioned and  improved  so  that  in  the  event  of  the  County  Scheme

for  the  centralisation  of  Isolation  Hospitals  not  materialising 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  reverting  back  to  its  normal  status 
for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  occurring 
in  the  Borough. 

As  this  report  goes  t print  I have  now  to  state  that 
following  the  improvements  being  carried  out  the  Hospital  has  now 
been  closed  and  the  staff  dismissed.  All  infectious  cases  are  to

be  treated  at  the  Eastry  Rural  District  Council’s  Isolation 
Hospital . 

Cases  of  Small  Pox.,  when  notified,  are  now  removed  to 
the  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Poult on,  in  the  Dover  Area.  No  use 
was  made  of  this  hospital  by  Deal  during  1939, 

The  Deal,  Weimar  and  District  War  Memorial  Hospital 
in  London  Road  was  erected  in  1924  by  voluntary  subscriptions, 
and  comprises  men’s,  women’s  and  children’s  wards,  private  wards, 
operating  theatre,  staff  quarters,  X-ray  and  Ophthalmic  departments, 
facilities  for  radium  and  radiant  heat  treatments,  electro-thera- 
peutic and  massage  departments . 

Additions  by  way  of  Nurses ' quarters  and  an  Out-patients 
Department  have  proved  extremely  advantageous  In  providing  for  ex- 
tended accommodation  In  the  general  building.  The  Out-patients 
Department  has  been  incorporated  in  the  A.R.P.  Casualties  Organisation 
as  a Fixed  First  Aid  Post,  being  equipped  with  hot  and  cold  water 
and  the  authorised  medical  suppl.es.

The  output  of  water  supplied  to  Deal  and  Walmer  is 
recorded  by  meters  installed  at  the  Waterworks. 

The  quantity  delivered  during  the  twelve  months  under 
rev  lev;  was  as  follows :- 

Deal  and  Walmer 301,591,500  gallons. 

This  figure  gives  a daily  average  of  826,278  gallons. 

The  supply  is  constant  and  the  standard  of  purity  is 
very  satisfactory.  As  a safeguard  against  the  possibility  of 
contamination  all  water  is  chlorinated  at  the  sumps  by  the 
Chloramine  Process. 

The  areas  of  Great  Mongeham  and  Sholden  are  supplied 
from  water  mains  owned  and  maintained  by  the  East  Kent  District 
Water  Company  of  Snodland.  No  output  figures  are  available  for 
this  particular  part  of  the  district. 


There  ire  only  27  dwellinghouses  in  the  Borough  which 


are  dependent  upon  well  water  for  their  domestic  use.

Your  Public  Health  Staff  undertakes  the  necessary  ins- 
pections of  the  district  for  tho  purposes  provided  for  by  the 
Public  Health  Acts,  Regulations,  Orders  and  Byelaws  in  force  in 
force  in  the  Borough  and  records  are  kept  for  reference.  Amongst 
others,  the  duties  include  tho  inspection  of  factories,  workshops, 
etc.,  dwellinghouses , farms,  dairies  and  milkshops,  slaughterhouses, 
shops  and  vehicles,  meat  and  other  foods,  bakehouses,  common  lodging- 
houses,  and  all  places  where  food  is  prepared  for  sale.

The  total  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  Deal  and  V/almer  at 
the  end  of  1939  was  10,  of  which  4 were  licensed  and  6 were 
registered , 

Frequent  visits  are  made  to  these  slaughterhouses  for 
inspection  as  to  cleanliness,  etc.,  while  regular  visits  are  made 
on  slaughtering  days  to  each  premises  for  the  purpose  of  meat 
inspection . 

1536  inspections  were  made  during  1939  of  the  slaughter- 
houses, as  the  result  of  which  the  total  amount  of  meat  found  unfit 
and  subsequently  surrendered  for  destruction  was  2 tons  17  cwts .

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Legal  proceedings  were  Instituted  against  a butcher  for 
failure  to  notify  the  Council  of  his  intention  to  slaughter  a 
beast  for  human  consumption  as  required  by  Article  8 of  the  Meat 
Regulations  1924. 

The  case  was  dismissed  on  the  defendant’s  evidence  that 
the  beast  was  rather  wild  and  likely  to  cause  itself  injury  and 
possible  damage  in  the  Slaughterhouse.

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  case  of  adulteration  was 
found  in  the  80  samples  which  were  taken  in  the  year.  In  the 
instance  of  the  2 samples  which  were  reported  as  inferior,  these 
were  milk  samples  which  were  only  slightly  below  the  required 
standard  of  3%  milk  fat,  and  were  taken  from  the  same  source  of 
supply.

Disinfection . 

Following  the  notification  of  an  infectious  disease  the 


infected  premises  are  inspected  hoth  by  myself  and  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector.  This  is  done  for  the  purpose  of  tracing,  if  possible, 
the  source  of  infection.  The  patients  are  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  the  bedroom  and  its  contents,  i.e,  bedding  and  wearing 
apparel,  are  fumigated,  and  the  bedding  and  clothing  removed  for 
steam  disinfection.  Premises  where  home  treatment  of  the  disease 
has  been  carried  out  are  similarly  treated  after  the  recovery  of 
the  patient . 

During  1939  the  disinfection  of  57  rooms  and  of  43 
articles  was  carried  out. 

There  is  no  arrangement  in  the  Borough  that  provides  for 
the  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  verminous-  persons,  although 
such  appears  to  be  advisable.

Three  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified  during 
the  year,  but  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section 
176  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Tuberculosis 

It  was  not  necessary  to  take  action  under  the  Public 
Health  Act  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925 
relating  to  employees  in  the  milk  supply  trade,  nor  under  Section 
172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  compulsory  removal 
of  tuberculous  patients  to  hospital.
